I have seen them go for anything from 50 dollars for a unit without 

power supply and in modified configuration (later tube types replacing 

the original types) to 65 dollars for a similar unit with power supply 

to 300 dollars for a pristine one with power supply and all coils, looking 
like it was new out of the box this morning. 


Caveat, because the real collectors of these units know where most of 
them in good shape are. The rest are collection fills and the occasional 
one that pops up from an estate sale. 


If there are any modifications, at all, it would not bring over 100-125 
dollars with power supply. Quite often, the tubes were replaced with 
later octals or the coupling network between the detector and the 

audio were replaced with transformers or coupling chokes of various 

ham junkbox sorts from the era (the 500 henry coupling networks have 

a tendency to go bad in the internal windings of the coupling choke 
section). 


If there were no modifications, and the unit was in fine original shape 
(not rebuilt or *‘restored'') you might fetch as much as 200 dollars. 


If all the papers, manuals, boxes, etc., were there and it was in 
pristine shape, you could get as much as 300 dollars. 


If you want to know more, contact any of the Antique Wireless Association 
or Mid-Atlantic Antique Radio Club members, who can steer you more into 
details, specifics of model variations, and going prices (the AWA bulletin 
has going auction prices listed each year about December, from the previous 
season's meet auction). 


There are several of the AWA members that run these receivers regularly 
in the yearly November 1929 style AWA QSO party. Now, those fellas run 
the real boatanchors!

Finally got around to checking out and firing up the BC-348 that I 
hauled back from Dalton. 


After a quick check of the AC power supply that was added in the 
dynomotor compartment, I attached a new power cord to the terminal 
strip, plugged in the Heathkit mobile speaker (and added output 
transformer), stood back and hit the power switch.. No sparks, no 


smoke and no noise! Then, I hooked up a hastily contrived 15' 
antenna. Now, I got noise.. I tuned to the local 160600 BC station 
and music emanated scratchily from the speaker.. Tweaking the antenna 
control increased the volume and jiggling the crystal in/out switch 
finally got things to normal. Oh, and turning on the BFO to 

eliminate the hetrodyne taught me that not everyone understands which 
way to reinstall a toggle switch. 


A quick check through the bands found WWV at 5, 10, and 15 mc just 
like I remembered. Returning to the 1.5 mc range, I tuned in the BC 
station again and started cleaning. The dial bezel came off and 
cleaned up OK.. The cabinet does have a coat of new paint under all 
that dirt. Not a good coat, but it will do. Suddenly, the country 
music stops! I leap for the dial and find a Cincinnati, Ohio, station 
at 1530 playing oldies.. Whew! I had forgotten that the local 1600 kc 
station signs off at sunset. 


Returning to my cleaning, I find that the front panel was evidently 
painted with a very lumpy brush. Fortunately, the Picasso of panel 
painters did not paint over the markings. And, I would have be 
happier to see the main tuning knob and the AVC, OFF, MVC knob left 
alone.

Subject: Cleaning Difficult Radio Chassis 


Hello Everyone, 


I am restoring a 1930's era radio receiver, and while not strictly speaking 

a boatanchor, it is hollowstate and shares some of the same features, so I am 
hoping you all will bear with me. I would be very much interested in hearing 
your cleaning recommendations where the top portion of the chassis shows 
considerable dust and grime plus spots of what appear to be rust, pitting, and 
corrosion. The bottom of the chassis is in good shape as are the components. 


What I have done so far: 

(1) Brushed/vacuumed obvious dirt, cobwebs etc. away. 

(2) Gone over the unit with clean rag soaked in Tirpolene. 

(3) Tried variously: sandpaper w/ and w/o solvent, 0000 steel wool, and 

moto tool w/ wire brush on rusty/corroded areas. Unfortunately, the cleaner 
I get something the more it looks like I am scoring the metal. 

(4) Hobby metal poilsh - best approach so far 


I would like to get the chassis restored to something like when it was new 
without making it look excessively worked over. I have considered "dunking" 
or spraying it in a solvent or flux remover tank but I am worried about 
ruining parts such as the mains transformer and/or the nameplate labeling. 

I have taken off all the easily removable items but some pieces 

are riveted to the chassis which makes cleaning a bit more difficult in these 
areas. 


Thanks in advance for any suggestions.

Subject: HQ-110: The saga continues... 


Hello All, 


I did some more digging around the HQ-110 last night. I remembered that 
I have some of this stuff called "GOOP" that I thinkI can use to repair/ 
reconstruct the transformer base with. I also removed and disassembled 
the other transformer and discovered that it is identical to the damaged 
one. I traced out the schematic of the transformer interconnections and 
realized that I had seen this before. I dug out the manual for my HQ-170 
and saw that its schematic was identical to the one I had drawn. So, at 
least I know what I have. It's a rather unique circuit. 


In conventional AM/FM receivers, the 10.7 MHz and 455 KHz IFs share the 
same active devices (tubes or transistors). The IF xfmrs are wired in 
series in both the both the primary and secondary sides. The original 
HQ-110 schematic had this configuration. Later models used slightly 
different transformers. Each IF can contains one coil for 455 KHz and 
another for 3035 KHZ. In between these two is a tertiary winding, a 

3-4 turn link. The two main windings are wired in series in between the 
6BE6 plate and the B+ supply. A switch deck, which is part of the band 
selector, shorts either the hi or lo IF coil, depending on whether the 
receiver is operating in single or dual-conversion mode. 


The link on the first transformer is coupled to the link on the second. 
The hi IF coil is coupled to the grid of the second 6BE6. The lo IF goes 
to the xtal in the second mixer. The original schematic indicated that 
the frequency was 3.49 MHz, but my particular unit uses 2.580 MHz, which 
is identical to the HQ-170 configuration. 


So, there you have it, another mystery solved! My 110's serial # is in the 
7600's, so owners with at least that number should consider if their 
documentation accurately reflects the circuitry.

Jim Kearman and other "frozen, flame-free, fire-bottle fellows of the BA" 


>Be on the lookout for one of these, but try to check it out, first. 
>It uses unusual tubes in the regulator (dunno the number offhand) that are 
>somewhat hard to find. Sorry, I don't have a schematic (can anyone help?). 


I agree with Jim. Have used the PS-4 for waking up a long dormant 
BC-312 without power supply. It's also great for repairing Zenith 
Transoceanics and similar "3 way" battery sets. You can keep an eye 
on the milliammeter while slowly increasing voltage. Also good for 
forming electrolytics. 

Built a little outboard adapter with full wave diode set, electrolytic 
and 5 volt regulator on heatsink feeding off the 6.3 VAC giving me 
everything needed for 1920's battery sets. 


Also have a Heath IP-32 which is nearly the same except for 

cosmetics. I do not have a schematic for either one. 

I do have the schematic/ manual for the PS3, similar but not the same. 
As I recall, the PS-4 uses two power transformers, one for filament and one for 
high voltage. The standby mode kicks on the AC to the filament side. 
The next position kicks on AC to the high voltage transformer. The 
negative supply from the 6X4 plate feeds the lower end of the 6BH6 
control tube (stabilized by the 2 regulator tubes in series), enabling 
the B+ to be controlled to zero. There are two adjustments inside, 
one sets the zero point, the other the highest voltage point. The 
pair of electrolytics on the (solid state diode) positive supply side 
are connected minus to plus but also to the high volt transformer, 
therefore I xassumex voltage doubler. I would meter those two 
carefully when slowly bringing this unit up with a variac. The PS-3 
also uses the two electrolytics in series for the positive side but 
not as a voltage doubler. (If one of those doesn't form as quickly as 
the other....! 


For homebrewers the 9-61 QST (page 38) and 12-65 QST (page 42) have 
Similar supplies but can not go to zero volts. I xeroxed those to 


enable me to better understand the Heath circuits. 


Both my PS-4 and IP-32 have a bad habit of momentarily increasing 
voltage when switched back to standby with a light or no load. I 
usually remove a light load at the zero voltage point before switching 
back to standby. Have oocasionally used a 250 volt 4 watt night light 
across B+ as a continuing load to eliminate this "kick back" effect 
with light loads. Its also nice in series to protect against sudden 
shorts or surges. I suppose bleeder resistors across the 
electrolytics would work as well. Anybody else experience or fix this 
problem?

They also have Jane's on artillery and weapons, but not a whole lot of use 
for that stuff here in Lafayette (as there might be in LA. .just kidding). 


I have two copies of different years of the mil-comm book, and is the 
premier reference on BA's that may be coming down the pike in future 
years. It lists much of the worldwide mil stuff in use.

>During the discussion the specifications of the EFJ Matchbox I was reminded 
>of the lack of 160m coverage on a lot of equipment of the 50's and 60's. 

>I am only vaguely aware of the history of this band and would appreciate 
>it if someone could fill in the details. 

> 


Without my mid-60's License Manual in hand, I'll try to shed some light on the 
subject from memory. As you mentioned, the old loran system had priority on 
the band. It was a very obnoxious sound to put up with and the signals were 
xveryx strong. Also, the band was divided up into segments (25 or 50khz if 
memory serves) and states were authorized operation by segment. Some segments 
were not authorized for use at all in some states near the coast since, at 
that time, loran was used primarily for marine navigation. Further, almost 
all band segments in all parts of the country were restricted to something 
like 100 watts or less at night. Many of the inland states could use up to a 
kw during the day. I think every state could use at least a part of the band 
at night, but in the coastal states, that may have been only 25 or 50khz at 
the top and bottom. The license manual always included a big matrix to define 
which states could use which segments when and with how much power. 


That type of loran was decommissioned (in the 70's?) when the new loran 
system was put in place on 100khz. When that happened, the restrictions were 
lifted and we now have a very usable band. 


My guess is that market pressures were not strong enough for a manufacturer to 
add the cost to his equipment for such a relatively unused band. Of course, 
there were quite a number of folks on 160 at the time, but you really had to 
work at it. Those were also the days of AM and a 100 watt AM signal on 160 in 
the middle of the summer just didn't cut it. Low power CW isn't much better on 
the ears with all the static crashes. 


Johnson included 160 on some of their equipment, like the Ranger, and the 
Hammarlund HQ110 and 170 recievers included the band, so there was at least a 
little commercial gear available. My first (relatively unsuccessful) attempt 
at 160 was with a Collins TCS set I traded for in the late 60's. Those 
memories really make me appreciate the FT... well, let's just say things are 
easier now. ;-) 


Perhaps someone on the net who used 160 in the 50's and 60's can offer some 
other insights.

That's pretty much it. From what I've read, not having been born yet, hams 
lost the band to LORAN during WW II, and then it was given back in little dabs. 
My 1964 ARRL Handbook shows it divided into 4 sections, with 26 different 

sets of rules depending on station location. A lot of places only allowed 25 
watts xinput* at night. That isn't going to do much in summer on 2 kHz :-). 


There wasn't a lot of incentive to build commercial gear for it.
